decides all matters of. international 


postage and to its efforts we owe the 
uniform systems that make mailing 
letters and collecting stamps such 
pleasant matters. -. 

International postage: in: the dive 
following the invention of. the post- 
age stamp and its adoption by prac- 
tically all countries, was extremely 
complex. In 1863, . Montgomery 
Blair, then postmaster-general of the 
United States, suggested an interna- 
tional conclave to work out uniform 
postal laws, A meeting in Paris re- 
sulted, which led to considerable re- 
form in this direction. Eleven years 
later an official international organi- 
sation was founded to be a perman- 
in all postal 
matters. The first postal congress 
was the idea of Henrich von Stephan, 
who directed its meeting at Berne, 
Switzerland, in 1874, Universal pos- 
tal rates, regulations. and colours 
were drawn up at that time and as 
new developments in the world bring 
up new postal problems, thegg, are 
settled by the. Union. Congresses 


‘are now held at intervals no longer 


than five years and the Union in- 
cludes in its membership ‘every coun- 
try in the world but a few minor 
stamp issuing entities. 

Many stamps have been issued in 


‘honour of the various congresses, and 


Switzerland, in 1924, commemorated

Washington, To-day. 
T is learned that opponents of 
the cotton export subsidy 
have advanced a proposal to ear- 


-mark $140,000,000 of funds in the 


1940 Agriculture Appropriation 
Bill to be used to pay farmers to 
keep cotton from Joan.

Washington, Mr. Henry A. Wallace, 
Secretary of Agriculture, indicated 
yesterday.
